‘Tue practice of wholesale adulteration of 
unbleached cotton piece goods seems to 
be as active as ever. The denunciations 
of the Manchester and other Chambers 
seem to have had little effect in allevi- 
ating the evil; and even the fear, or 
rather certainty of mildew, seems only 
to have resulted in stimulating Man. 
chester to devise new means for coun- 
teracting this consequence of its fraud. 
It is said the ingenuity of some 
manufacturers has now discovered that 
wax may be applied to Cotton 
goods in such quantities as mate- 
rially to improve, to the inexperi. 
enced eye, the appearance of the cloth ; 
and it is alleged that these waxed 
goods have been largely exported to 
China, The Chineso dealers know the 
cloth, as they know other delusions 
that are offered to them; yet for the 
present they go on buying it, because its 
fine appearance secures it a retail mar- 
ket. But the story cannot last long; 
when the consumer discovers the fraud, 
the rubbish will sink to the place and 
price it deserves.—It is also hoped, by 
its perpetrators, that this waxing process 
will act as an antidote to mildew whicb, 
somewhat fortunately for the badness of 
our trade, bad seemed inseparable from 
the horrid mixtures to which, under 
the name of sizing, cotton goods for 
the China market were being subjected. 
In other words, that the great check on 
farther adulteration—its certainty of 
recoil on its perpetrators, may be anew 
staved off, and that shirtings of which 
the foundation only consists of cotton, 
and the remainder is a mixture of filth 
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of no use except to deceive the eye, may 
for some time be again looked upon as 
honest goods. Prima faciethere may seem 
no harm in the sale of such trash, 
Those who indulge in the practice will 
naturally say that it is the purchaser's 
fault should he, with his eyes open, 
prefer these flimsy makeshifts to good 
Cotton cloth; and to @ certain extent 
there may be truth in the remark. 
Doubtless the Chinese purchaser who 
buys these goods in the wholesale 
market at a rate of two or three can- 
dareens a piece below the price of good 
Cottons, well knows the difference. He 
however only acts for his own im- 
mediate benefit, and so convinced does 
he seem of the result, that he has prac- 
tically ceased buying in large quan- 
tities, in order not to be overtaken with 
a stock in hand when the inevitable 
deterioration in quality or detection by 
the retail consumer, occurs. Importers, 
however, stand in a very different 
position from the wholesale dealer. 
Not only are they compelled by 
the necessities of their position to 
hold large stocks; but while he can 
turn his hand from one article to an- 
other, they are practically limited by 
tho extremely small number of staples 
which enter into foreign trade in China, 
If a distaste for foreign piece goods, 
which the action of the manufacturers 
is going far to create, should once be 
established, they will find out to their 
cost when it is too late, the mistake they 
havemade. The faith with which even 
piece goods of known marks have hitherto 
been accepted in China has already 
been rudely shaken. Chops are imitated 
in a way to beguile the ignorant, 
and the first washing reduces the 
piece of supposed cloth by an eighth or 
a tenth, leaving in place of a durable 
fabric, nothing but a flimsy piece of 
gauze. Notwithstanding all that has 
been said and written at both ends 
about this condition of affairs, the 
eal state of the case—that the ini- 
quities of a few are ruining the trade 
of the many, has not yet taken the hold 
it ought. Tho evil can only be broken 
through by powerful co-operation on 
tho part of those really interested in 
the continuance of the trade. We 
would like to see that co-operation take 
a more active form than mere letters 
and protests.

11,946 
for materials expended in the repair of 
the str. Ping On. ‘The Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank as first mortgagees inter- 
vened and defended the suit—judgment 
was given in favour of defendants.

They exhibit a bilance of 
‘Tis, 19.62 in the Treasurer’s hands—the 
principal outlay being fur three handsome 
sets of Staunton's Club Chessmen procured 
from England, and which were much ad- 
mired by all present, A Committeo for the 
present year was then appointed, consisting 
of Messrs. Mowat, Gottburg and Mullins, 
It was agreed that tho annual season 
should commence on the Ist November, 
the subscription for each member to be $1, 
and it was left to the Committeo to de- 
cide upon the place for holding the usual 
weekly Club meetings, ‘he Committee 
were requested to make arrangements for 
a tournament, and efter some iden had 
Leen gained of tho relative strength of the 
players, to make up a handicap open to 
all members of the Club, for prizes to be 
hereafter decided upon. Several new mem- 
bers were elected, aud the proceedings 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman, We hope that this will be the 
inauguration of an active season for Chea 
players, and that all lovers of that intel- 
eotnal diversion will come forward and give 
their best support to the Club, 

‘There is a Flower Show at present in the 
City Gardens, which those interested in 
fioiculture will find worth a visit. It 
commenced yesterday, and will last two 
days more. ‘The show is chiefly of ehrys- 
santhemums, and comprises some very rare 
specimens which would run the best home 
productions close. ‘The pavilions in which 
the flowers are arranged are prettily 
situated amongst newly made rockeries, 
‘The Chineso are thronging the show in 
swarms. 

Mr. Stronach takes charge of the Shang- 
hai Vice-Consnlate, and Mr. C. R, Allen 
succeeds him at Chinkeang. Mr. A. R. 
Margary has gone to take charge of the 
Chefoo Consulate, until the arrival of Mr. 
Cooper. 

Our readers will be interested in the 
trauslation, which we publish eleewhere, of 
a document which is extensively circulated 
among tho Chinese, as an authenticated 
account of the Andience. We predicted 
something of the kind, in tho absence of a 
proper notification in the Peking Gazette, 
and in presence of the circumstances. But 
this paper is, perhaps, a little more nearly 
truthful at the beginning, and a little more 
Fidiculous at the end, than mighthave boon 
anticipated. 
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H. M.S. Ourlew left on Saturday for the 
Loochoo Islands, to present to the King 
the memento sent him by the British 
Government in recognition of his kindness 
to the crew of the Benares. Commander 
Church is accompanied on his mission by 
‘Mr. Brenan, on behalf of H. B. M. Consul, 
and also, we believe, by an Interpreter cour- 
teously delegated by the Japanese Consul. 

We understand; on good authority, that 
the Customs’ Commissionat Vienna, Messrs. 
Bowra, Hannen, Detring and Drew, has 
been officially received by the Austrian 
Court us well as by the Austrian 
Foreign Office, as the representatives of 
China and the Chinese Government at 
the Exhibition, This may be right 
enongh, and we dare say the gentlemen in 
question are properly accredited; but may 
not the readiness of Customs’ employés to 
accept such appointments, be availed of by 
Chinese officialdom as an excuse for not 
entering into official foreign relations ? We 
want no middlemen between China and 
Europe. 

To allay the anxiety of the public for 
information as to the whereabouts of 
mails, an arrangement has been made be- 
tween the P. & 0. Agent and the Telegraph 
Co, that, when a mail steamer is tele- 
graphed as passing Gutzlaff, the telegraph 
flag will be hoisted underneuth the mail 
flag at the Company’s flagstaff on the 
Bund, But we may add that, while, it 
will of course be interesting to know that 
the mail as passed Gutzlaff, it does not 
necessarily follow that it will reach Shang- 
hai within twelve hours ; as if itis foggy, or 
the tide is adverse, the steamer must wait 
at the Beacon Flats, 

A number of racing ponies were put up 
to auction on Friday at the Horse Bazaar, 
and out of 51 about 30 were sold, generally 
the lower priced ones, paradoxical as it 
may seem. ‘The owners of sume for whom 
high figures were bid had placed still high- 
ex reserves on them, $0 that Ravenshoe, 
the champion for instance, retired grace 
fully after receiving the compliment of an 
offer of Tis. 1,900. Report says that the 
reserve was more than tice that amount, 
Such ponies as Little Billee Tis. 170, Cavalier 
and Comanche is, 140, Pride of the Mea- 
dow Tis, 130 aud Ravenswood and Harebell 
‘Tle, 100, were bonght in at the prices we 
mention, Among bona fide sales were Mo- 
nitor Tis. 400, Ivanhoe Tis. 180, Sharik 
Tis, 140, Tally ho ‘Vis. 110, and Kapelapi 
aud Sauve-qui-peut Tis. 100. Most of the 
others ranged from ‘Tis, 90 down to'Ts. 45, 
and a few still lower. 

We have received a book entitled “The 
Sporteman’s Diary for Shooting Trips in 
Northern China,” by Francis A. Groom, 
which we shall have pleasure in reviewing 
at an early opportunity. A number of pages 
at the beginning are arranged for keeping 
a register of game killed. Details are 
then given of the necessary fittings for 
shooting boats. Hints are given on the 
management of sporting dogs. Instruc- 
tions are given about guns and ammuni- 
tion. A list is given’ of every possible 
and impossible requisite for an up-country 
trip. Tables are given of distances between 
places in the neighbouring districts. A 
code of signals is saggested for communica- 


























tion between house-boats. But the ahject 
of the book is explained by the title, and 
we can only add at present that it is 
admirably adapted for its purpose. 

We read in Harper’s Bazaar, dated New 
York in October last, that “Vulcan is the 
name of the new planet which was dis- 
covered by Mr. Cowie of Shanghai, China, 
and the discovery verified by Professor 
Kirkwood of Bloomington, Indiana, and 
Professor Alexander, of Prinecton, New 
Jersey. Its orbit is inter-Mercurial, and 
its periodic time may be reckoned at about 
thirty-four days, twenty-two hours, and 
thirty-one minutes. ‘This planet was dis- 
covered May 24th 1873; but was predicted 
before that time,” Harper’s Bazaar, how- 
ever, is wrong as to the date of Mr. 
Cowie’s observation. It was at 9 a.m. of 
the 24th March Inst that he observed 
Hind’s predicted black spot on the sun, 
The result of his observation was shortly 
afterwards telegraphed to the astronomer, 
mmunicated it to The Zimes news-

A Newonwaxa correspondent writes 
that the British Government have bought 
Messrs. Knight & Co.'s property for £6000, 
which seems a good price. Some disap- 
pointment is felt that the lot already owned 
by the Government in the British Conces- 
sion, is not to be built on. All the hard 
conditions imposed on ‘British Concession- 
ists;” such as not allowed to sell or let to any 
but Britishers ; no storekeepers or manu- 
facturers allowed, &., had to be kept on 
pain of forfeiture; and although one could 
have tuken ground outside, notice was 
given thal, it would be unaccompanied by 
protection. Those who took property out- 
side at their own risk are now better off 
than the deluded Englishmen who trusted 
in the late Mr. Meadows, aud felt assured 
that, although they would have preferred 
a better site for the British Settlement, by 
submitting to the conditions imposed on 
them by their own Government, they 
would be better off than if they followed 
their own wishes and built their premises 
somewhere else. Anyhow it was always 
understood that the British Consulate 
would some day be on the British Settle- 
ment, seeing that a fine lot had actually 
been put aside, for which the original pur- 
chasers had, as one of the conditions of the 
allotment, been compelled to pay.”—There 
have been scarcely any transactions in

Our Trexrsty correspondent saya the 
Viceroy intends digging a broad canal from 
the Peitang river to the Peiho.—It is also 
reported that the Mission to Cuba is 
checked, in consequence of some point 
raised by the Spanish Minister.

The Chinese seemed 
to enjoy the sight of such a big ship, and 
doubtless her visit will do yood by shewing 
them that such a vessel can come up hore 
if required.” 

Hoxoxone papers report that the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Pauncefote has 
been appointed Chief Justice of the 
Leeward Islands in the West Indies, mder 
“The Leeward Islands Act 1871” (“un 
Act for the Federation and general Gov: 
ernment of the Leeward Islands.”) ‘The 
old Colonies which form part of this new 
Confederation are Antigua, Montserrat, 
St. Christopher, Nevis and Dominica with 
their respective Dependencies, and the 
Virgin Islands,—Two fires are reported, 
one in an idol-maker’s shop, No. 1 Hillier 
Street, and the other in the Messageries 
Maritimes coal godowns. ‘The fire engines 
wore brought to bear very effectively on 
both.—In a cricket match between the Club 
Eleven and Eleven of the 80th Reyt., the 
latter won, with 8 wickets to epare.—On the 
evening of the 3rd, auys the Daily Press— 
the Amateurs of’ the Club Germania 
gave a very successful theatrical and 
musical entertainment. ‘The play select- 
ed was tho amusing vaudeville of 
“Guten Morgen Herr Fisher,” and was 
performed with the greatest ‘spirit, the 
audience being kept in’ roars of Inuyhter 
throughout. After this, some selections 
from * Norma,” with costume aud scenery, 














were given, ‘and produced a great 
effect.—The Press is informed that a 
disturbance of a somewhat serious 


character has taken place at Lin-chaou- 
foo, in the north-west uf Kwangtuny. 
Some little time buck, owing to an 
artempt to lay a squeeze on country pro- 
duce brought into the market-place of the 
above city, such as oil, grain, co., the 
people went to the Yann of the local 
‘Maxistrate and created a great disturbance, 
insulting him, and tearing wife's 
clothes from her back, ‘The local official 
for the time gave way, but the affair being 
reported to the Viceroy at Canton, he des- 
patched Pany-yenk, the Mandarin of Kow- 
Joon, but who has been latterly in Canton, 
to the scene of the disturbance, with a few 
soldiers; but they were unable to put down 
the insurgents, who on their approach 
again set up the flag of insurrection, and it 
is stated that alarge number of country 
people hive joined in the opposition to the 
authorities. " About a week ago Pang-yeuk 
returned, and is now engaged in getting up 
reinforcements, in order to proceed to the 
disturbed district again, with the hope of 
having better success in his second innings. 
—The China Mail remarks that the wreck 
of the Duxmail still has attractions for 
enterprising individuals. It learns that 
the proprietors have entered into an ar- 
rangement with the Great Nortiern Tele- 
graphic Co., and that the Co.’s steamer 
HZ. U. Orsted was to leave Shanghai on the 
4th for this port, where operations will at 
once be commenced with the object of 
endeavouring to recover the remaining

THE CHINKBANG LAND REGULATIONS. 
‘We have before us a copy of the Land 
Regulations lately approved by H. B. 
M. Minister, for the British Concession 
at Chinkeang; and congratulate the 
community on possesing a lucid and 
usefal code of Municipal law. Based 
mainly on the Shanghai Land Regula- 
tions, it avoids errors and supplies 
defects for which these are remarkable. 
In fact the title is nearly the only fault 
we have to find with the work. Fol- 
lowing the principle which is recom- 
mended in revising our own Code, the 
compiler has eschewed. “Land,” and 
confined himself to “Municipal” Regula- 
tions, thereby avoiding the confusion 
of substance which is found incon- 
venient in the former. And, having 
before him the discussions in which 
Shanghai Ratepayers have exposed the 
defects in their own Code, he bas been 
able to avoid the haziness of expres- 
sion and supply deficiencies which are, 
to us, a fruitful source of trouble. 

The Chinkeang Ratepayers, for 
instance, would’ not we imagine find 
themselves barred from taxing ponies 
and vehicles, if it seemed to them good 
that these should help to repair the ronds 
which they are chiefly instrumental in 
wearing out. Nor is there any possi- 
bility, in Chinkeang, of a meeting being 
ruled by one man with the votes of 
absentees. Only Ratepayers actually 
absent, at the time of a meeting, from 
the Consular district of Chinkeang, are 
allowed to send proxies to public meet- 
ings. Absentees, however, are given a 
chance of protest against resolutions 
that they may consider prejudicial, 
under Rule III. During fourteen days 
after any meeting, a Ratepayer can 
protest to the officer in charge of H. M. 
Consulate, against any resolution passed 
at such meeting; and the latter can 
disallow the resolution if he see fit, 
pending reference to H. M. Minister. OF 
course neither protest nor disallowance 
would happen unless in extreme cases, 
so the check is wnobjectionable and 
might possibly prove usefal. The qua- 
lification for an elector—which term is 
used throughout as the equivalent of the 
Shanghai “ ratepayer "—is rather high. 
A man must either be a landrenter 
or occupy a house taxed at Tis. 500 
per annum. We should have thought 
half this amount sufficient ; nor is there 
any subsidiary qualification under which 
aman living in a hulk, for instance, 
though perhaps largely interested in 
the trade of the port, could vote. In 
other respects, too, a different rale is 
Jaid down from that recognised in 
Shanghai, Here, a man may own fifty 
lots of land but-ean only have one vote 
in respect of them ; a Chinkeang elec- 
tor has a vote in respect of each lot of 
land he owns. This is a question of 
principle which has been much debated 
in Shanghai; of course the rule could 
not be adopted here in the same form, 
awing to the varying size of the lots. 





A man owning a dozen Shanghai lots 
might have less land than another own- 
ing one, whereas the size of Chinkeang 
lots is equal. But the principle might 
be easily applied, by making the 
amount of land tax a standard; a 
man paying Tis. 10 to have one vote, 
a man paying Tis. 100 ten votes. The 
principle, however, is the very point 
in debate. A man owning lange pro- 
perty, which might be injured in 
value by injudicious legislation, com- 
plains that he is at the mercy of 
men who have no such interest to 
guide them, and an infinitely smaller 
stake than himself in the pros- 
perity of the Settlement. The. non 
land-owner, on the other hand, objects 
that if land is given too much power, 
the Settlement would be governed in’ 
the interests of Chinese house pro- 
perty. Hitherto, fortunately, the balance 
which is characteristic of Shanghai 
institutions has been admirably main- 
tained; and the good sense of the ma- 
jority may be relied on to prevent col- 
lision. ‘The Chinkeang Code, however, 
permits no illusion; land is given the 
pull, A man may rent a dozen houses 
—if so many exist there—but can only 
have one vote; whereas a man owning 
a dozen lots of land can. cast a dozen 
votes. The Chinkeang fiscal year is 
very sensibly made coterminous with 
the actual year; and the frantic 
hurry to get out the budget, and 
through the annual meeting, before the 
busy season, is thus avoided. ‘The Mu 
nicipal Council is elected during the 
first week in January, and the meeting 
of electors must not be later. than the 
25th. Provision is» made for re- 
assessing land and buildings every 
year, which is no doubt desirable, 
and not difficult in a small place. In 
Shanghai the task is too burdensome, 
though it would be much less if 
changes were made gradually than 
when, as now, every valuation is 
changed at once. We fear also that 
the power given to one Municipal 
Councillor to constitute in himsolf 
final Court of Appeal would be ob- 
jected to, here. 

We have glanced at the salient 
points in these Regulations because the 
subject has interest in Shanghai, now 
that we are trying to revise our own; 
and there are points in the Chinkeang 
Code which cur reformers may study 
with advantage. We repeat that it is 
Iucidly compiled and generally well 
conceived. We hear that Mf. Med- 
hurst has lately made to H. M. Minister 
a suggestion which he has approved— 
to take steps towards making the 
regulations for all the Consular Ports 
ag uniform as possible; and that the 
several Consuls have been desired to 
place copies of their several codes in 
the hands of H. M. Chief Judge, with 
a view to his collating them and 
framing an universal code. In this 
case, the Chinkeang Code will be a use- 
fal basis to work on. 





RACE WEEK. 
Ir is related of a certain monk in 
medieval days that, he not being of a 
suficiently ascetic disposition, when he 
came to the portals of the next world 
there was considerable discussion as to 
his right to enter paradise. Fortunate 
ly for the monk he had been a diffuse 
writer, and he struck out tke bold idea 
that the words of his writings should be 
counted against his many sins, Not 
withstanding . his verbosity, he had, 
in the end, a narrow escape; for on 
the Ange] Gabriel balancing the books, 
he was found to have only one single 
word to his credit—a striking proof, 
adds his biographer, of the great ad- 
vantage of profuseness of diction. The 
transmitter of the legend, however, had 
not lived at Shanghai during race 
week, or further comparisons would 
have suggested themselves to him. 
Verbosity may not indeed Innd the 
writer within the gates of paradise, 
but without verbosity it is really 
difficult. to see how the space of a lead. 
ing article is to be filled, when politics 
are for the nonce banished in favour 
of sport; when one-third of Shanghai 
is intent on ponies, another on pheasants, 
and the remainder vaguely wonders 
how pony racing or pheasant shooting 
can afford so much amusement to’their 
votaries. If the public is not in a mood 
to find texts, whereon found a sermon?” 
to say nothing of the improbability that 
any one would listen if it were 
preached! An enterprising native in- 
deed did, during oue day of the races, 
set up an exhibition in the Maloo of 
a wonderful foreign five-clawed dragon, 
and invited his compatriots ‘to enter 
and behold the lusus nature at the low 
charge of fourteen cash per hend. On 
the next day, the establishment was 
closed; so we presume the specula- 
tion was not successful—a fact we deeply 
regret, as the temporary want of the 
necessary fourteen cash prevented our 
indulging our taste for the curious, 
to the edification of the public. How- 
ever, not having seen the animal, 
there is still room left for con- 
jecture as to what the five-clawed 
foreign dragon would have been like; 
there is also the economic question 
as to the settlement of the charge for 
admission; why should a Chinaman 
have fixed on just fourteen cash? it is 
nearly as abstruse as the old calculation 
that three sparrows were sold for five 
farthings. Was it some curious calen- 
lation that, at a certain rate of exchange 
on India, a certain price per dollar, 
and at a certain period in the cash 
market, all of which might well 
come together, fourteen cash were 
the exact equivalent’ of one halfpenny 
British coin of the realm. If so, 
another curious fact connected with 
the notification might be explained, as 
exhibiting the curious yet subtle influ 
ence of the foreign element in China, 
The animal was ‘described a’ foreign 
(wei-kuoh), @ somewhat characteristic 
periphrasis, seeing that the single word 
yang would to an ordinary Chinaman 
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have conveyed at least as clear an 
idea of the locality of the animal. 
Again, the animal was described as five- 
clawed, and this would reduce the 
number of possible animals to a few 
families who happen to be blessed with 
the normal bunch of fives on their 
extremities. Clearly, therefore, there 
was much food for speculation in the ani- 
mal whose'exhibition was announced in 
the Maloo, and whose description might 
have served an equally usefal purpose 
with the reported visits, in the slack 
season, of the great sea-serpent. The 
non-appearance of that animal during 
the dull season in England was indeed, 
this year, a subject of serious comment 
in papers of the loftiest. pretension. 
Parliament had become moribund, and 
folk were too busy to fight the Prime 
‘Minister as to the circumstances under 
which he accepted a new office without 
going before his constituents. Still 
the traditional animal did not appear 
to relieve the dull season. We are very 
much in the same position here; a real 
live sed-serpent would be a godsend in 
the week after the races. 





CHINA AT THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 


We have been favoured with a copy of 
tho official awards made by the juries at 
Vienna, to Exhibitorsin the Chinese depart- 
ment of the Great Exhibition, From this 
lint it appears that two of the highest dis- 
tinctions accorded, (Diplome d’ honneur,) 
aro given to China, one to the Chinese 
Customs’ Service as a body, aud one to 
Mr. Hart, the head of the Service, by whom 
the Chinese Government was induced totake 
steps in the matter, and to whose careful 
organization the successful representation 
of China at Vienna is groatly due. 

OF tho next distinction, the Medal for 
Progross—awarded to Exhibitors who have 
jidernblo advance 
layed at previous 
are awarded to tl 
Government of China, Ast for a collection 
of products useful to industry ; 2nd for a 
collection of products of the avimal and 
vegetable kingdom, and 3rd for a collection 
of woven and spun fabrics illustrating 
textile industry, A fourth medal for 
Progress is awarded to the Chinese 
Bahker and Taotai Hoo Kuang-yung, for 
his collection of silks and ename 

Of the miedals for Merit (awarded to 
Exhibitors who manifest superiority of 
workmanship, cheapness of production, or 
point to new openings for trade), 28 are 
awarded to Exhibitors from China, Of 
these 5, (i.e., for agriculture, substances of 
food as products of industry (pith paper 
flowers, tea, and metal ware ;) are awarded 
to the Chinese Government, others to the 
Shanghai and Chefoo Customs’ offices for 
silk, to the Swatow Customs for wood- 
ware, to the Chinkeang office for bronzes 
ete, ete. ; a9 well as to Hoo, Taotai, 
(the Hangchow and Shanghai Banker) for 
silk piece goods, to Sung Sing-cung the 
Ningpo wood-carver, for his well-known 
productions, to the Ven. Archdeacon Gray 
‘of Canton for old porcelain, to H. Kopsch 
Enq. of Kiukiang for modern Chinaware ; 









































toR.H. Boyce Esq., of the Oifice of Works 
Shanghai, for bronzes and enamels; to 
Foochow for its well-known Inequer ware, 
to Leeching and Ho-a-ching of Canton 
for embroidery and lacquer, and again 
tothe Archdeacon of Canton, for his col- 
lection of articles illustrating national 
domestic industry. 

OF the Diplomas of merit, one is awarded 
to the Ven. Archdeacon Gray, for ivory 
carvings, one to Colonel Cooke of Ningpo 
for wood carvings, and one each to H 
ching and Acum of Canton, for excellence 
in furniture and silk piece goods res- 
peetively. 

‘Medals of co-operation are awarded to 
all the Commissioners of Customs at the 
Treaty Ports, and also to Hoo, Taotai, and 
to Messrs, Ammhold Karberg and Co. of 
Canton, 

We understand further that Mr. Bart, 
for his exertions in securing a representa- 
tion of China at the Exhibition, is to re- 
ceive the grand cross of the order of Francis 
Joseph ; and Messrs, Bowra and Detring, 
the two Commissioners who have arranged 
the collection at Vienna, are to be decorated 
with lower insignia of the same order. Mr. 
Aart is already, we believe, in possession 
of the order of Francis Joseph, which was 
bestowed upon him some three years since, 
vices in regard to the Austro- 
n Treaty with Peking. 

The Chinese collection is very highly 
spoken of by the Vienna Press, and is re- 
garded as one of the most successful and 
characteristic features of the Exhibition, 
‘The collection of silks and enamels exhibi- 
ted by Hoo Taotai, our well known Bank- 
er, is much admired; and with the Customs? 
collection of products of the Province, 
illustrates in a very satisfactory aud com- 
plete manner the resources of the country 
—industrial, agricultural and commercial— 
which lies immediately round us 

‘The Austrian authorities have obviously 
considered themselves bound to recognize 
and reward the liberal efforts made to 
assist them in China, and from the fact of 
the very rarely and charily bestowed 
Diploma of Honour being given to Mr. 
Hart, we may infer that the Vienna Go- 
vernment is fully aware how much they 
influence and how little to 
the liberality, enterprise, or cordiality of 
the Chinese Government. Yet we suppose 
wo must be thankful for sinall mercies, and 
we will not therefore’ criticise too cl 
the action of the ‘Tsung li Yamun, which 
deserves perhaps the diploma of honour 
awarded to the Chinese Government, for 
its boldness in breaking through the auti- 
quated theories and arrogant assumptions 
of Chinese statecraft, and for the authority, 
grudgingly accorded no doubt, to Mr. Hart 
to take the necessary steps for the repre- 
sentation of Chinese Commerce and Chi- 
Commercial Products at the Great 
International Show at Vienna,

Nothing tends more to the success of a 





periodical than punctnality, and we are 
glad therefore to notice the steps taken to 
ensure the publication in due time. The 
present number is possibly, in general 
interest, inferior to many which have pre- 
cededit, but contains notwithstanding some 
valuable papers. Mr, Kopsch finishes his 
Sketch of Wang An-shih, the Innovator, of 
which we will only say at present that it 
is a pity tho paper has been divided, 
Wang An-shih made so many experiments 
in political economy, that the paper bristles 
with ways how not to doa thing—it is a 
perfect trensure-house of things -to be 
avoided. 

Areply to the paper on Macao and 
its slave trade, by M. Mesnier, is well 
worth perusal. M, Mesnier does not 
attempt to deny the iniquity of the coolie 
traftic, nor the complicity of the Macneso 
with its worst features, ‘I dare to affirm,” 
he says, “that no representative may: be 
elected at Macao for the Cortgs but he who 
has the favour of the barracoons.”. What 
he does claim, is some sympathy for the 
Latin race. ‘“Macno more deserves the 
sympathy and respect of any a 
Englishman, than the whole Chinese Em- 
pire, Ido not mean that such sympathy 








and respect should quite smother 
the repuguance against the Coolie trade, 
but it ought at least to silence thos 





savage expectations of annihilation, and 
exulting predictions of ruin that are s0 
shockingly repented in the English 
Press.” We do not imagine however, that 
the existence of Macao is per se any great 
bugbear to the English nation, What we 
do feel is a very great deal of annoyance 
that alittle station like Macao should, 
uncontrolled by the public opinion 
of the world, be allowed to poison our 
intercourse with China, If Macao will 
set to to purge itself, or if Portugal in 
default will puege it, we can promise that . 
the Macaese will hear no more diatribes 
against the Latin (7) race hurled at their 
devoted heads. We have said no moro 
against Macao than has M, Mesnier him- 
self, in the following words: “ Macao be- 
comes the place of refuge of every stupid 
and cruel criminal that comes to find 
business congenial to his tastes; the 
money, easily won, puts into the hands of 
the most unprincipled the greatest force, 
and honesty is hunted down by them 
everywhere by all kinds of strange devices 
and subtle inventions, until they can succeed 
in expunging it altogether from Macao, 
All other trade merges gradually into the 
Coolie trade. The trade not oa hen 
that lays golden eggs; it isa minotaur 
that makes an Augean Stable of Macao.” 
We equally agree with him in the hope 
“ that the voice of the glorious past will 
not be hushed in the hearts of his fellow- 
countrymen, and that they will again 
ennoble Macao as a’ Portuguese colony.” 
The Portuguese of to-day have such 
aspirations, but they seem slow in 
bringing them to their legitimate conclu- 
sion. It would be probably more prudent 
however to commence, rather than leave 
to outside nations the task of suppressing 
the coolie trade altogether. 

Dr. Hirth, in = paper entitled 
“Words introduced from the Chinese,” 
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gives an ingenious identification of Galan- 
gal with the Chinese ko leong-keong, and 
also traces to Chinese, Satin and Sammet ; 
but he is certainly wrong, even on his own 
showing, in deriving the Greek sikue a 
melon from theChinese &j JJ si-kwa. The 
very form of the word western melon points 
out rather that the name, like the fruit, 
may be a western introduction into China. 
JIK Kwa belongs undoubtedly to the same 
root as si-ku-a; but the example of the 
Latin forms ou cu-mis, cu-cur-bita, would 
seem to show that the “si” isa sort of im- 
perfect reduplication, The community of 
roots in Chinese and European Ianguages 
oxpressing common production is considera- 
ble. Peukos, the Latin Picew, the pine or 
larch, appears in Chinese as Puk $f the 
ordinary. Chinese cypress; Dras ‘Tree ; 
druma as $% san, Cantonese ch‘am, Mélon 
Lat. malum, a pear or apple, we may seo 
in mei the plum, the compound Greek word 
Kokkumélon, a plum, supplying the missing 
link, No one would think of deriving any 
of these roots from one another ; they are 
part of a common heritage. 

Dr. Kerr gives an interesting account 
of the charitable institutions of Canton ; 
they are like many other things in China, 
little better than a mockery of what they 
profess, The posts in connection with 
them are openly suld, and although inspec- 
tions are supposed to be held of the 
accounts, we have experience tu prove 
what that means in China,

On the 
day itself the entire brigade of Guards was 
on duty at the West Park Gate, in bright 
array and with drawn swords. ‘The French, 
American, British, Russian, Prussian, and 
Austrian representatives.--in all 12 persons 
from six different countries—were all per- 
mitted to wear their swords, aud were in- 
troduced by heads of department from the 
‘Tsung-li Yaméu within the gateway of the 
Park. As they passed each entrance in. 
succession, the yate was locke 
ing the foot of the dais, the high function- 
aries of the Tsung-li Yamén led them uj 
the steps, His Majesty having ascondet 
the Throne, the envoys were led to the 
space at its foot, where they performed the 
ceremony of inclining the body.

Close to tho 
pavilion in which the Governor-General was 
seated were two flat-bottomed boats anchored 
inline. In front of these was a screen, which 
opened in the contre, and which was painted 
in such a way as to represent the wall of a 
city. Out of this city a sortie was to be made. 
‘As soon as the word was given, the screen 
gave way on either side, and a numbor of war- 
Tiors armed with their respective weapons, 
appeared ; these, two by two, jumped into the 
water and commenced to fight. ‘The scene 
‘was a very merry one, and yelling formed an 
essential feature in it. After the fighting had 
ceased, another body of men furnished with 
rockets and portfires, jumped overboad ; this 
was decidedly the finest sight during the day. 
Experiments in diving and “swimmi 

took place ; both were very good, 
ming being very rapid, and the diving being 
unexceptionable. 

‘The Review closed with a Naval engage- 
ment. ‘The attacking force consisted of about 
10 junks with 50 or GO men in each, and tho 
programme was that these were to’ pull past 

the pavilion, and on their way down again 
attack some large Canton junks anchored on 
the opposite shore. This was accomplished 
in beautiful order considering the limited 
space allotted for the mancuvres. ‘The men 
in the war boats delivered their fire several 
times in succession, and were in turn saluted 
by the junks with tolerably heavy gu 

jeak in very favourable ‘terms 
of the discipline of the men, or the quality of 
their weapons, the small arms were match- 
Jocks, the heavy armament of the war junks 
‘wo afterwards inspected, consisted of muzzle- 
Toading honey-combed cannon.

‘THE SOOLOO ISLANDS. 


In the Hongkong Government Gazetle of 
November 14, 1860 (as also in the London 
Gazette of August, 1871), there appeared 
notifications, prohibiting direct trade with 
the port of Jolo (i.e. Sooloo), and stating that 
all vessels desiring to trade with that place 
must do so through Manila, Sual, Yloilo or 
Zamboanga, Sual being the most proper place 
for clearing from for such ventures, In 
September, 1871, the then Consul for Spain 
nidressed "a despatch to the ‘Governor of 
Hongkong and to the Consuls of the other 
powers represented at this port, in which he 
{in consequence, as we presume, of the acts 
of certain vessels trading in ‘the Sooloo 
Archipelago) drew attention to the stipula- 
tions of a Convention dated 30th April, 1851, 
in which Spanish authority in that quarter 
‘was fully recognized. On the 16th of that 
month, an answer was received from H. E. 
the Governor, stating that the stipulations in 
queation had been brought to the knowledge of 

1¢ mercantile marine. On the 13th October, 
following the above, the Governor-General of 
the Philippines notified that he had established 
anaval station in the Sooloo waters as, in 
‘spite of the proclamations previously issued, 
certain “criminal speculators” continued to 
run articles contraband of war; i.e. they sup- 
plied the Sooloo chiefs with arms and ammuni- 
tion. We find a notice of this fact, and an 
allusion to the blockade (‘*bloqueo”) estab- 
lished by the Spanish vessels, both in the 
Diario and in the Porvenir de las Filipinas of 
October 13th 1871; so that, in Manila and 
the Philippine ports at least, the fact of a sort 
of blockade existing must have been well 

‘The proclamation issued in August 
ly enacts in addition that, owing to 
m in Jolo, trade therewith oy ves- 
sels manned by Moorsis forbidden. It does 
not, however, appear that any mention has 
been made of trade by ether vessels, the onl 
condition they are obliged to comply wit 
Doing that they shall have cleared from one of 
je four ports above designated.

part and parcel of the Spanish possessions in 
the Philippine Islands, in pursuance of a con- 
vention signed in that year; that ordinarily 
vessels desiring to trade there, must have 
cleared from a Philippine port; that at this 
moment no vessels are allowed to clear from any 
such port for the purpose named ; and that, 

1e vessels captured. not having complied 
with that rule, were deemed by the Spaniards 
justly liable to seizure, being found in a posi- 
tion which rendered it morally certain that 
‘Sooloo must be their destinaticn. Against this 
it is said that no power has the right of eu- 
forcing a Domestic blockade at a distance of 
16 miles from the land except in the case of 
landlocked or internal waters ; and that the 
notifications already published ‘at Hongkong 
were not sifficient to warn vessels of the 
dangers they ran in clearing for Sooloo direct. 
We incline to think that the seizure was 
unlawful if made in the position asserted, but 
cannot of course speak as yet with any cer- 
tainty. If all that is said be true, it is we 
fear not improbable that the recent’ seizures 
may give rise to some politcal unpleasantness 
‘The English and German Consuls have both 
protested against the capture, and we hear 
that the Governor-General and the British 
Consul aro at variance with each other, so 
that all communication is done by letter. The 
Governor-General, it appears, was on bad 
terms with the late English Consul, and mat- 
ters do not appear to have mended with his 
successor. It would be injudicious as yet to 
assert that either party is to blame for a state 
of affairs which must seriously impede an ami- 
cable understanding. Whatever may be the 
result, however, of the affair under notice, we 
may hope that’ in future anything like’ the 
existence of a blockade in the neighbourhood 
2 Sea will be so clearly intimated 
no room for misunderstanding. —

BURNING OF THE BR. SHIP WAVERLEY. 


‘The Batavia Handelsblad of the 7th instant, 
ublishes the following particalars of the loss 
Ey fire of the British ship Wavertey and the 
rescue of her crew :—""The Netherlands. ship 
President Van Rijekevorsel brought hither, 
to-day, twenty-six shipwrecked persons, who 
had m the tain and the crew (25 in 
number) of the British ship Waverley, which 
had been destroyed by fire. We are enabled 
to. publish the following concerning the cala- 
mity which overtook this vessel. The IWaver- 
ley, commanded by Captain Robert Calvert, 
was an iron vessel owned at Liverpool, and 
chartered for the Jast time at Shields for’ con- 
veying a cargo of coals from there to Singa- 
ore. The ship left England on the 27th 
nly, and was, on the 17th ultimo, sail- 
ing in good condition in 37-41’ S. and 83-7’ 
E,, in the Indian Ocean. In the course 
of that day, the crew perceived a strong sincll 
of gas proceeding from the lower portion of 
the vessel, but when an investigation was 
immediately instituted into the matter no 
flame was found, and not even smoke. Early 
in the morning, however, of the following day, 
clouds of smoke were proceeding out of the 
ventilators, which showed that the cargo had 
caught fire. Soon after this discovery, a 
violent explosion of took place, which 
blew up, as it were, the whole upper deck ; 
the ship became all in a blaze in various por- 
tions, in the twinkling of an eye. Luckily 
for the crew, they could reach tho boats un- 
injured, although they had to leave the burn- 
ing vesil in the greatest haste, leaving every- 
thing behind, and without even finding an 
opportunity of providing themselves with any 
provisions. Until the 20th ultimo, these ship- 
wrecked personshad been floating about, a prey 
to all dangers, in one of the most, dangerous 
‘ions of the Ocean, when they, on the even- 

ing of that day, came in sight of a vessel. 
They had the good fortune to cause them- 
aclven to be peroeived by means of a small

deed saved and set foot on board the ship 
which picked them up, for the sea was fright 
fully rough and the wind bad increased to a 
storm. All the persons saved praise highly 


the good treatment experienced from the 
tain of the ship President van Rijeberoree! and 
his crew, the kindness with which they were 
received and looked after, and, above all, the 


humanity and self sacrifice exhibited by Cap- 
tain Lieuwen and his crew. It was merely an 
accident that a vessel came off the spot where 
those shipwrecked were ; had not the Dutch 
vessel been drawn a little out of her course 
by wind and weather, the unfortunate crew 
of the Waverley would have come to a melan- 
holy end.”

H. B. M. SUPREME COURT. 
Shanghai, 4th Nov, 
Before Sir E. Honxpy, Chief Judge. 

On appeal from H. If. Court at Foochow. 

Between Jous Forster, defendant and 
appellant, and Joux Cuarzes Sxxy, plaintiff 
and respondent, 

Tuclgment, 

I have carefully considered the evidence in 
this case aud the judgment of the Court 
below, and am of opinion that the judgment 
must be partially reversed. 

I think there is clear evidence that the 
original written agreement, which expired in 
1869, was varied in its terms by the subsequent 
parol agreement entered into between the 
parties. It is a simple question of evidence, 
viz., to which of them credence is to be given, 
‘and I am clearly of opinion that the weight of 
testimony is in favour of the appellant. And 
Teven go further, and say that, on the whole 
of the evidence, itis bis story that is to be 
believed, and ‘not that of the respondent. 
It a man puts forward a claim so extra: 
Yagant_ as the present claim, and supports 
it with so little evidence, he must take 
the consequence of the suspicion which 
naturally attaches to the whole of his case ; 
and I entirely concur in that portion of 
the reasons for the judgment which recites 
that by ‘an apparent acquiescence in Mr. 
Forster's plaus, the respondent has allowed 
the appellant to remain under the impression 
that the respondent had given his full and 
‘unqualified consent to a reduction of his salary 
to $5,000.” I disallow therefore the first 
item mentioned in the judgment, viz, the 
salary and mess allowance from Ist of January 
1870, to 28th of February, 1871. 

Tn the same way I disallow the 2nd item of 
$661.66 in respect of a commission at 24 per 
cont from Ist of January 1870, to 28th of 
February, 1871. 

Tallow the sum of $650, mentioned in the 
Sed item, for extra mess allowance of $50 a 
month, from Ist of December 1868, to 31st of 
December 1869.

Dr, Macgowan’s evidence, as given at the 
enquiry before the Coroner ‘on Saturday, the 
26th wlt., was read over in his presence, to 
which, in reply to Mr. Stripling, 

‘Warnes ad‘led.—I observed on the wall a 
Jarge impression, as if made by a hand covered 
with blood. I saw numerous spots on the 
yall such as would be caused by the spouting 
of blood from a severed artery. [ fancy there 
must have been two instruments used—a 
cutting one and a bruising one. Apparently, 
the two great fractures of the skull could not 
have been easily done had the victim been 
standing; they were most likely done when 
she was down, The spots on the upper part 
‘of the wall would be made when the victim 
twas standing; on the lower part when she 
was down. Tooke a part in the post mortem 
examination, ‘The heart was quite healthy. 
‘The larger spots on the walls were the size 
‘of large-sized peas. I may say that one 
wound I have not yet described, which I found 
hen the clotbing had been removed from the 
head. It was an incised wound quite at the 
top of the scalp. One person might have 
flicted all these wounds. 

‘PrasoNER asked no questions. 

‘Ateneo Wi.sos, sworn, said—I am an In- 
spector of Police.’ On the 25th October 
remembersearching prisoner’s house on Peking 
Road, in, company with Inspectors Stripling 
and Fowler, P. C. Boyson, Sergt. Malcolm, 
acoused,, and the accused’s boy. In the course 
of the examination, I found a pair of trousers 
behind a chest-of-drawers in the bedroom. 
‘Phe space botween the drawers and the wall 
was gonarrow that they could not possibly 
ave fallen there. ‘They were folded in 4 or 
Golds. Texamined them and found numer- 
spots which I thous sht were blood. I 
‘ed the trousers which I gave up to In- 
‘or Stripling ; the pair produced is the 
same. Isai several artioles in the room, on 
which were stains of blood. The drawers 
wore removed by Inspector Stripling before 
T found the trousers. Before they were re- 
moved at all, I took notice that they 
Close against the wall. On Wednesday fol- 
owing, I measured the distance between the 
drawers aud the wall, the drawers having 
een put back into the same position as they 
wore when I first saw them. On the wal 
Yrhich i of wood, the house being of Chinese 
Duild, there is a projection, and lower down 
Pitight projection at the back of the drawers, 
Between the upper projstion and the drawers 
wasn space of about a 4 inch, and between the 
lower projection and the wall about $ an inch, 
fovtnat tho trousers could not possibly have 
fallen down. presume therefore they had 
eon hidden there—either the drawers had 
‘heen tilted forward, and the trousers dropped 
down, or they had been pushed behind at the 
Site bya atick, L called. prisoner's attention 
to the fact of th trousers being found there 
and he simply replied they were ey 
appeared tohave been rubbed about the knees, 

RISONER asked no questions. 

‘Wii Fowsen, sworn, sai 
spector of Police at the Central On 
the ‘evening of tho 25th October I remember 
going with Inspector Stripling, and others to 
Search prisoner's house. On the head of the 
ed-post I found a black cloth coat. Iremoved 
it, wud found what 1 took to be spots of blood 
upon it, I handed it to Inspector Stripling 
far further examination. A shirt was hanging 
‘with the coat, and there also aj red to be 
marks of blood on that, On the upper stud 
T' noticed one spot more particularly. Just 
then. Inspector Stripling told the “priso- 
ner ‘he thought it his duty to take him 
into custody on the charge of murdering 
his wife, and gave him the usual caution, 
whercupon prisoner replied his nose was in 
the habit of Breeding, andthatwas the cause of 
‘the stains on the clothes. ‘The circum 
under which the caution was administered 
were,’ that prisoner being about to make a 
remark, Inspector Stripling told him what he 
said might be used against him on his trial. 
Prisoner further said that the marks of, blood 
‘on bis shirt were caused by his having cut 
fnto the pimples on his face when shaving. 
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at the Gas Works, and the marks were those 
of red-lead. A collar was lying near the hat, 
and had marks of blood upon it. I handed. 
each article as I found it to Inspector Strip- 
ing, and the articles produced are, the same. 

‘Tsie-suxe-Luxe said- I am’ accused's 
boy. I remember the day when the police- 
men came to my master’s house. I was pre- 
feat at the, time. “I saw a pair of trou 
sers there. The trousers produced are my 
master’s—my master has several pairs. I 
saw this pair the last time on Tuesday or 
Wednesday, hhanging.on the top of the bed 
post. I don't know what was done with them 
after that. I did not see them on the day the 
police came, 1 was not in the bedroom when 
the police searched it. I remember seeing the 
trousers on Wednesday, but not on Thursday. 

Inspector Srerpuixe said this witness had 
stated that he saw the trousers on ‘Thursday, 
and also saw them removed from behind 
the door. This he had told to a Ningpo 
interpreter. 

AccuseD asked witness if he had not asked 
him every day about his wife, and how she 
was getting on. 

‘Wirsess replied yes, about every other day. 

Inspector Sratriixo said at present he had 
no further evidence, but the next time the 
‘ease came before the Court he should be in a 
position to ask for a committal. 

Prisoner was then remanded till Wed- 
nesday. 


R. (Perer Boysox) v. Many Ans Azperr. 
Threatening Language. 

‘The Defendant, the proprietor of a restau- 
rant in the French Concession, was charged 
with threatening to assault the complainant, 
a member of the police force. 

Perer Boysox, said—I am a police con- 
stable. T went to the defendant's restaurant 
on Wednesilay morning the 29th October, to 
arrest a man whom we knew to be there, 
When tho man came downstairs she swore 
that no man should take him out of her house, 
I went to the man and was about to arrest 
him when she caught me by the arm, and 
held up a knife in a threatening manner, and 
said no ono should take him out. ‘The man I 
arrested interposed, and came between us, 
and some one else took the knife from her. 
think defendant was the worse for drink. 

‘A French Constable who was present at 
the time gave corroborative evidence. 

"His Worsmr said be was quite, satisfied 
of the truth of the constables’ statement. 

Derexpast said sho had often been annoyed 
by the police, who Had come into her house 
‘on several occasions without her consent, and 
she objected to it. 

Inspector SrrirLixa said the case was in 
itself a trivial one, but it had been brought 
into Court simply because the defendant had 

iven the police a very great deal of trouble. 

weral times the police had had occasion to 
go to her house to arrest, prisoners, and she 
always endeavoured to hinder them in the 
‘execution of their duty. \ 

DEFENDANT said she was leading a respec- 
table life, and endeavoured to keep herself 
respectable, which she could bring witnesses 
to prove, and she did not like her house to be 
interfered with. 

His Worsmir fined defendant $1, and 
ordered her to pay the costs of the summons.

want, he would be sent Home,—his domicile 
would still be there, not ‘here. As to 
a ship being in a foreign port, as was 
the Ping-on, he considered that every one con- 
tributing to the improving her, and increasing 
her value, ought to have a lien upon her. 
Any person furnishing supplies to a ship had 
alien upon her, and when such supplies were 


case, and when the Court was satisfied that 
it was the common practice to supply goods 
in that way, then he had little doubt they 
would consider that the plaintiffs had a lien 
upon the Ping-on. They had increased her 
value considerably, and it would be most un- 
just for the mortgagees to come in and get the 
enefit of that, to their prejudice. As to who 
would get the benefit of a ship being repaired, 
there was hardly a question. ‘The doctrine in 
America, and a very reasonable one too, was 
this, that “when ‘repairs are needed 'to a 
, whoever owns the ship gets the benefit 
of it.” Mr, Eames then proceeded to make 
numerous citations on the right of lien as 
decided both in American Courts and 
English Courts of Law, and said he consi- 
dered it both reasonable and proper that a 
person furnishing supplies, according to a 
common practice, should have the right of 
Tien against the ship to which he supplied the 
goods. He then proceeded to call evidence. 

Jous H. Mackie, sworn, said—I come from 
the State of New York. Chave not given up my 
residence in the United States. ‘The Ping On 
bas been decidedly increased in value by the 
repairs made to her, more than to the extent 
of the money spent upon her. 

To Mr. Renste—The ship has been length- 
ened ; lier carrying capacity doubled ; while 
her expenses will not have been increased. 
She required repairs to her boiler that would 
have cost Tis. 7,000 or Tis. 8,000, and it would 
have made her seaworthy. Teould have put 
the ship under charter before she went into 
dock ; in factI had offers, but I could uot 
accept them. 

‘Yo Mr, Eastes.—In taking out an old boiler, 
and putting in a new one, agreat deal of other 
necessary work is incurred. 

Frevertck Hiren, sworn, said.—I belong 
to the firm of Russell and Co. ‘The furnishin 
of lumber comes partly under my charge. 
remember furnishing the lumber to the Pi 
on, on the ship's credit, according to our usual 
custom, and to the orders of outr superinte 
dent. I had never enquired into Mr. Mackie’ 
pecuniary circumstances. 

‘To Mr. Rexxte—If we know that the owner 
is insolvent we should certainly take precau- 
tions. ‘The lumber is always farnished on the 
credit of the ship. ‘There was no particular 
reason for our crediting the Ping-on in this 
instance, except that longer credit was wanted 
for some of the previous deliveries. 

‘To Mr. Eastes.—We do not give credit 
alter, the repairs are completed: We had 
supplied nearly all the lumber before we knew 
anything ofthe mortgage; it was agreed that 
the repairs should be paid for when com. 
pleted. I did not know that Mr. Mackie was 
the owner of the vessel until [heard of the 
existence of the mortgage. 

‘This concluded the ease for the plainti 

Mr. Rewsre said he most decidedly objected 
to certain definitions pnt forward, by his 
friend. He must in the first place deny that 
the Ping-on was a foreign ship. He regretted 
the fact that they had no late American re- 

orts of District Courts which would enable 

jim to quote a precedent to the present case. 
In the case of the General Smith (and it was 
admitted by Mr. Eames) when judgment was 
given, no lien was allowed for necessaries ex- 
cept under certain circumstances, that is when 
the ship was a foreign ship and the owner was 
absent from the port. Mr. Eames lad laid a 
good deal of stress updn the definition of the 
term domicile. He submitted that the owner 
had admitted and fully shewn that he was a 
resident in Shanghai at the time, and he 
theretore submitted that they had no right 
whatever to institute this suit, it not coming, 
in his opinion, under the jurisdiction of this 
Court. “Mr. ‘Eames had not produced a 
single instance of any case in the Su- 
preme Court in the United States, where 
maritime lien had been: enforced ‘in the 
way he to enforce this. And he 
submitted, further, assuming ‘that the 
Court should be of opinion that the plaintiffs 
inthis case had alien, that Mr. Eames had 
not adduced a single instance to show that the 
Tien of material men had precedence over the 










































mortgagee. With regard to the term necessa- 
ries, assuming that the things supplied were 
necessaries, the definition was something 
that is reasonable and necessary to enable 
the ship to proceed on her voyage, No 
doubt the term ‘‘necessaries” was usually 
employed as having relation to the supplies 
furnished to the master of a ship. But this 
was a case of repaire ‘and supplies more than. 
necessaries ; and on considering whether or 
not they were supplied absolutely on the 
credit of the ship, they had it from Mr. 
Hitch that they made no enquiries as to the 
solvency of the owner. It was admitted that 
the supplies were furnished to the ship, but 
only in the same way that lumber was’ sap- 
plied to the Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s ships. On the other hand, they did 
not say they would not have furnished the 
supplies, but that this particular business was 
transacted only in the regular course of their 
business. If they relied upon that evidence, 
the case for the plaintiff would be very 
weak, 

Mr. Eases then rose to reply, referring 
first to his definition of the word ‘residence’ 
which he considered binding in the present 
case. Kent laid it down positively that resi- 
dence liad the same meaning as domicile, and 
if the Court took this view, then he held that 
the owner of the Ping-on was not a resident 
here, ‘The construction he had placed upon 
the ‘term “necessaries” might be, as. the 
Counsel for the defence argued, thus defined. 
under the State law, but unfortunately they 
had not acopy of the statute here, and ib 
seemed to him to be very improbable that a 
State statute would specify particularly what 
might be considered as necessaries to the 
fitting ont of asbip. In closing, he would 
observe that if the plaintiff had failed in 
making out his case, it would establish a very 
bad precedent.

‘7th.—The said steamer Ping On is the pro: 
perty of a citizen of the United States, resid- 
ent at Shanghai, and is sailing under letters 
issued by the United States Consul-General at 
Shanghai. 

Sth.—The propriety of the intervention of 
the defendants as registered mortgagees, and 
the submission of both libellants and inter- 
yenors to the decision of the Court upon the 
questions between them, involved in and 
raised by the libel and the petition of the in- 
tervenors. 

‘The issue seems to me one purely of Jaw. 
‘The libellants might have taken precautions, 
perhaps, which would have demonstrated. 
their reliance upon the Ping On and not upon 
the owner. I do not find anything in tho 
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evidence to indicate that they did so. Ido 
not mesn to imply that the libellants did. not 
suppose. that the ship would be responsible, 
but in fact they supplied the materials with: 
out inquiry whether the supposition could be 
sustained, or endeavour to ereate a lien where 
the law might not give them one in the ordi- 
nary course of the transaction. 

‘The opposing Counsel have apparent! 
agreed that the question whether the libel- 
Jants have a lien, depends upon the point 
whether the Ping On, for the purposes of this 
inquiry, is a domestic ship. Tunderstand that 
they severally assent to the proposition that 
no inaritime lien will be admitted for mate- 
rials furnished to a ship when in her home 
port, 

‘The Counsel for the libellants holds that 
the owner of the ship is not in a legal sense 
domiciled at Shanghai, and that as a conse 
quence the ship is a foreign one. 

‘The Counsel for the intervenors holds to the 
contrary opinion. 

It is. difficult for 























to understand the rea- 
soning of the libellants’ Counsel on this point. 
The owner of the Ping On declares that he 
was formerly domiciled in’ the State of New 
York, but that he has been resident Lere for 
many years, and. he implies that he is not 
Tikely at any tine to retumn to New York for 
purposes of residence, ‘The Ping On herselt 
would under these circumstances be a foreign 
ship in New York. In fact if tl not the 
home port of the ship, it cannot be said that 
she hias a home port. 

Now certainly there is no express provision 
of law which determines that a ship, when she 
holds sailing papers from the United SI 
Consulate-General at Shanghai, snd the ov 
in resident here, shall be treated ns a domestic 
ship, but this T think must be inferred, At 
the same time the principle that a maritime 
lien does not extend to the case of materials 
supplied in the home port js one of the broad- 
est nature. It is not my part to argue that 
{tis a satisfactory principle’ or the ‘reverse. 
‘Tho principle exists, anil { canmot escape from 
the couelusion that 1 am bound to regard it in 
this ease. 

20 deciding, I may point out that equity 
not in my opinion call for any other con- 
jon, ‘The owners of ships often require 
Joans upon them. It is not desirable to weaken 
or destroy the security which borrowers of 
this kind may offer to the loaners of mo

As he understood it, if he 
intended to charge the accused with uttering'a 
forged document knowing it to be forged, the 
Court must be amply satistied as to’ the 
forgery.

His Honour then said that as Mr. Eames's- 
statement of opinion or suggestion had been 
made after the Associates were sworn, it 
seemed to him a matter about which he 
should consult with them before coming to a 
decision.

being reopened to the public, 

His Hoxour said his associates agreed 
with him in thinking that the punishment 
which might be inflicted under the section of 
the law which referred to obtaining money 
under false pretences, would be sufficient to- 
meet the ends of justice. 

Mr. Mysurcnwould like, before his Honour 
passed sentence, tosay afew words, not toexcuse:

be awarded. Tt appeared that Mr. Stoddard 
had been in China for thirteen years and bad. 
suffered from the effects of the climate, on 
account of which he had been advised to go- 
away for a time. Besides, Mr. Stoddard 
bes him to say he was very sorry for what 
he find done, and bad no intention £0 defraud 
‘the Bank eventually. Like many people he 
always expected to be able to repay the 
money, and it was not as if he took it intend- 
ing to deliberately defraud the Bank by 
going away ; he stopped here fully intending 
and hoping to repay it, but unfortunately in 
his efforts to do so only got deeper and deeper 
into the mire. He (Counsel) would also like 
the Court to take into consideration Mr. 
Stoddard’s conduct since the disclosure ; he 
had not done as a man who planned a fraud 
would have done; he had remained on the 
spot, placed his property in the bands of his 
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creditors, and dvne everything he conld to 
assist in remedying his affairs, He hail never 
‘shown any desire to evade justice ; on his trip 
down to Amoy he no doubt must have 
thought much of the position he was in, and 
had ample opportunity of going away if he 
wished to do a0, Counsel would. ask the 
Court to take all this into consideration, in 
the hope that it might see fit to mitigate the

On the 1st 
day of the 8th moon (2nd September) defen- 
dant’s shroff came to me and asked me if I 
had found any bank orders. ‘The shroff of 
Messrs. ‘Thorne Bros. afterwards informed 
me that a coolio of ‘the Agra Bank, had 
found some orders. 1 had not heard anything 
of it before then. 1 have six or eight em- 
ployés; they were not in at the time, and 
when they retuned I called them up’ and 
asked them if they new austhing of the 
orders. I had previously told defendant's 
shroff that if my employés had found any 
bank orders they would have been sent to 
Mr. Rasch’s house. I went out botween the 
times when I spoke to defendant's shroff and 
when I spoke to my employés about the notes, 
No one spoke to me about the orders but 
defendant's shroff, before went out ; aud I 
knew nothing about them. When I 
back, I was told that Mr. Rasch | 
Int T did not see hin. Thad heard a rumout 
that a coolie of the Agra Bank had found the 
orders. I sat down in my office, and after 
while defendant came in with a foreign police- 
man. He could speak a little Chinese. He 
seized me Ly the coat, foreed me down into 
the chair, and said he’ didu’t fear either the 
‘Taotai or the Chinese, and_asked me what 
had become of the orders. I told him to wait 
half-an-hour, and I would ask the coolies when 
they came in if they had heard anythi 
about them. policeman then tic 
my queue to that of the accountant, but 
before leaving the bank Thorne Bros.’  com- 
pradore loosened the queues, saying it was 
hot necessary. ‘The policeman then clesred 
the way, and we all walked together to the 
Station. ' We went into the charge room. T 
stood there for about half an hour, and then 
aw my coolie and a coolie of the Agra Bank 
in the courtyard. ‘They brought the papers, 
which the Agra Bank coolie deliveres into Mr. 
Rasch’s liand. Mr. Rasch seemed pleased, 
and { was thereupon released. Up to this 
moment I had never scen the orders, L went 
to the Station with the policeman because £ 
feared force would be us-d if I refused. The 
rate of interest that day was 57. ‘The money 
market was “tight” aud I was afraid that my 
bank and eredit might be injured by my being 
arrested.

On the-lst day of the 8th 
moony as I was coming from the Yevrlee bank, 
an Agra bank doorkeeper met me and 
shewed me three bank orders, altogether 
for Tis. 3,500, He asked me if I thought 
they were good, and requested me to pre- 
sent them to have them certified. 1 took 
‘them to three native banks ; they were certi- 
fied’ as being all right. I then returned 
them to the Agra bank gate-keeper, and 
went back to the Yewlee bank ; from thence 
to the Deutsche bank, and from thence to the 
Chung-tuk bank, Wheu I got there, one of 
the employés—a writer—asked me if I had 
found any orders. I answered that I had not, 
but that one of my friends at the Agra bank 
had. ‘The writer told me that the orders had 
been lost by Neuen-fong. (I'horne Bros.) 
I told the writer that if Newen-fong would 
Pay the Agia bank coolie @ ““eumshaw” 
e would Tetum the orders, When I 
returned to the bauk, Mr. Rasch was not 
there, nor any one in uniform. I soon 
went out again on business. No one told 
me to go and get the orders, but when 
Leame home the second time, the writer told 
me to go to the Agra bank and tell the gate- 
Keeper to take the orders to Neuen-fong, who 
would pay him the ‘cumshaw.” I went, 
and the le keoper and myself went to Neuen: 
fong to deliver the orders. No oue was there 
bute shroff; [told the gate-keeper to wait 
there while { went to the Hongkoug Bank on 
business, While there one of the Chung-tuk 
Yank coolies told me that the gate-keeper 
ought to have handed the notes over to the 
Chung-tuk Bank, to delivered by them to 
Neuen-fong’s shroff, and that the notes must 
‘be returned for that purpose. No reason was 
given for this, Nothing was said about the 
aurest of my master, In consequence ofthis 
I went to the gatekeeper and directed him to 
go to my bank and give up the notes. He did 
0, and after that we went together to the 
police station with them. I saw my master 
there. 
‘To Defendant—The coolie first told me 
about the notes about 4 o'cluck, or a little 
later. Tt was about dusk when we went to 
Neuen-fong to return the notes. On the first 
‘occasion of my returning to my hank, after my 
conversation with the gatekee not 
refer to the orders until the writer asked me 






























































if Lknew muything of them, 

To Court. —L discharged from the 
Chung-tuk bank, as they did not approve of 
the action T tovk’in the matter. No questions 





were put to me at the various native banks as 
to how 1 became possessed of the orders, 
‘This was the first tine I ever took orders to 
be certitied. My business is to carry money. 
Defendant, sworn, said—On the 22nd 
Sopt., about’ o'clock in the afternoon, I had 
‘occasion to go to the Agra Bauk, anc on return- 
g to my office, I found that I’ had lost three 
nk orders, for ¥3,500: Dircetly I discovered 
my loss, I ‘ordered the compradore to send 
tlie coolies and a shroff, to go round to the 
threo hanks and stop payment. This w: 
done within a quarter of an hour of my di 
covering theloss. We also issued ‘expresses,’ 
in English and Chinese, regarding the loss. On 
the coolies coming back, they reported that the 
ordershad already been stamped, and that they 
n the possession of the Chung-tuk 

Bank. ‘The compradore, myself, and a Shang- 
hai shroff then went to the bank. On the 
way there, the compraiore told’ me that 
according to native Jaw 1 had lost all claim to 
the orders, and that in order to get them back 
we must ‘be very conciliatory to the Chung- 
tuk bank. When we reached the bank, the 
compradore entered into conversation with 
the accountant, when this man, (Ist witness), 
who T understood was. tI er, came 
out from a back-room and joined in the con- 
versation. I knew nothing of what was said, 
as {do not understand Chinese, but was told 
that a reward of Tis. 15 or ‘I's. 90 was wanted 
for the restitution of the orders. ‘The bank 
did not claim for themselves but for the eoolie 





















































who found the orders, Tat once agreed to 
pay the money; and told my compradore to 
settle with them. There was then some 
further conversation, and I was told that the 
orders would be returned to me at 10 o'clock. 
Tt was then 5.20 p.m. Tasked why I could 
not have them at ouce, but I could get no 
direct answer. They simply repeated that they 
would send them on. I said I could not waste 
any more time over it, and [ went at once 
to the police station and gave information. 
I left the compradore there, but I did 
not tell them what I had made up my 
mind to do. I stated the facts to Sergeant 
Adams—who was on duty—and he returned 
with me to the Bank. I took these steps in 
order that I might obtain a warrant from the 
British Consulate to stop payment of the 
orders, and because the Sergeant could speak 
Chinese and could render me assistance. 
‘When we returned to the Chung-tuk Bank, the 
Sergeant noticed the inanager trying to’ get 
away, aud at my request he stopped him. 
Some’ noisy conversation ensued, and then, 
for the first time, I was given to’ understand 
that the orders were in the possession of one 
of the Bank coolies. Some twenty minutes 
was lost in conversation, during which time a 
crowd began to collect,’aud the compradore 
gave us to understand ‘the bankers feared to 
‘lose face” by having the police in their 

















house. The olficer told them for their own 
sake it would be better for them to go to the 
station and have the matter cleared up. 


then said if they would not go he had better 
take them. I believe be told them that it 
was all for their own benefit. My compra: 
dore then came forward and said be would 

jarantee the safety of the money. Upon 
that I told the officer that I sited, 
and that Idid not wanthim to take them. ‘The 
officer was not satisfied with the compradore’s 
statement, and with the plaintiff and the 
accountant we went to t! tation, the officer 
asking me to accompany him. ‘They were not 
led ; the policeman ani the accountant went 
first, then myself and the manager some live 
for six paces behind, When we got to the 
station wo gave a statement of facts to Inspeo- 
tor Fowler, and while he was speaking with 
them on the matter, the bank orders were 
brought in, ‘They were given to Mr. Fowler 
and he handed them over to me. 

To Mr. Watsewnicur.—It was the com- 
pradore who told me that ‘the coolies reported 
the orders to be in the posvession of the 
Chung:tuk Bank, I don’t know the exact 
time when the shroff came back. I was not 
agitated about the loss of the orders, although 
L was responsible for them. I had never seen 
the plaintiff before, but Lam sure it was the 
man who came from the back room. 1 think 
‘we were about twenty minutes in the station. 
Tdid not see the compradore while we were 
on our way to the station ; he appeared after- 
wards. There was no crowd in the street. 
I did not ace the manager, until the officer 
Grew my attention to him; he was then 
trying to slip out of the room apparently. 

Te his Hoxovr.—The Chinese wered 
Sergeaut Adams, and so I supposed he made 
himself understood to them. was very 
quiet with them. .He did not tie their queues 
together. He did take hold of the accoun- 
tant’s queue, and I saw him place his band on 
the manager's shoulder to keep him seated, 

‘As-LUK said—I am defendant's compradore 
and ama Canton man. Mr. Rasch told me 
about four o'clock that he had lost the orders, 
and directed me to issue notices. I did so ani 
also sent coolies to stop payment. On their 
return, one of them told ine that the Chung- 
tuk bank had got the orders. 1 did not send 
ashroff with the coolies: Ithen went with 
Mr. Rasch anda shroff to the Chung-tuk 
bank. We first saw the accountant. 1 ex- 
plained to him what had occurred 

At thie stage of the evidence the Court 
adjourned.

Issenctor FowLeR, sworn, said—I remem- 
ber the 22-d Sept. Abont a quarter toseven, 
on zoing to the station, I saw a number of 
Chinese in the charge room. Sergeant Adams, 
who was in charge, and has since leit Shang- 
hiai, reported to me that Mr. Rasch bad lost 
orders to the amount of ‘Tis. 3,500, and bad 
asked him to go to a bani, No. 106, Nankin 
Road, where he said the orders were. He 
told me that Mr. Rasch had offered them 
first 15 taels and then 20 taels for their 
return ; aud on account of their putting Mr,

Chinese told they might go. I heard no 
objection raised at the time, and I thought 
they were quite satisfied. [ remember some 
oae present demanded ‘Tis. 15 which Mr, 
Rasch had promised, but he refused to give 
the money because they had pat hit off 

‘To Mr. Warxewnicnt. 
this man (the manager and 
case.) There were four or five Chinese pre- 
sent, there was no kind of restraint or force 
used towards them while I was present, 

AI-LUK, defeudant’s compradore, re-called, 
and examination continued :—When my master 
and L went to the Chung-tuk Bank, and ques- 
tioned the young man (the accountant) as to 
the notes, ‘he said he should want ‘lls, 50 
cumshaw ; I offered only ‘Tis. 15, ‘The mana- 
ger then caine ing and told me to wait a little 
while and they ‘would get the notes, My 
master told me to say that if the orders were 
not given up in five minutes he would call a 
policeman. At the end of about five minutes, 
imy master went to the police station, leaving 
me bebind. I only waited there two or three 
minutes, and then set out for my house, and 
seeing Mr, Rasch going towards the station, I 
followed him. I went back with my master 
and the policeman, When we reached the 
bank the policeman asked where the orders 
were, and the manager replied they were in 
the ands of one of his bank coolies, Upon 
that the policeman tied their quenes together 
and took them out of the office. 

‘To the Drrespaxt.—Wren we first went 
tv the bank, the accountant said a ‘Tis, 15 
“cumshaw”” was not enough. 

‘To Mr. \Varszwaian,—On the way to the 
bank I told my master that in accordance 
with the Chinese custom he would have to 

ive a “cumshaw” to get the notes back. 

hey did not say who the cumshaw was f 
I did not see the manager trying to run away ; 
Lheard the policeman tell him to sit down, 
‘The policeman put his walking stick on the 
table, Before the policeman took the manager 
and accountant away, I offered myself asa 
guarantee for the security of the orders. On 
the way to the station, the compraiore, ma- 
nager and accountant walked before, and Mr, 
Rasch and the officer bebind

this, ‘The plaintiff was endeavouring to 
up claim of $500 for illegal arrest; if they 
had alleged a certain loss, and merely relied 
‘ou the facts, leaving the Court t» decide the 
matter as a crimiual case, it would ave been 
different. 

Mr. Warxewnicur said he did not intend 
to go into the Nowegian law, as he knew 
but little of it, but relying on’ the evidence 
before them, he did not consider it had been 
at all impugned by the statements of the 
Gofendant aud his witness. After reviewing 
the evidence seriatim, he said it all went to 
shew that the orders had never been in the 

ossession of the Chung-tuk bank ; aud that 
Lom considlored it was a very serious 
responsibility to the manager and ac- 
countant removed in the manner they were, 
It was likely to injure their eredit as bankers, 
and to cast such a stigma upon them as could 
only be removed by the course which they 
had adopted, namely, by bringing the matter 
publicly into Court.

Tudgment. 
The plaintiffs have not established their 
case, It isevident that the Manager of the 
Chungtak Bank had early intelligence that 
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‘one of their employés had presented the miss- 
ing order for stamping, and furthermore the 
testimony of Tsin-kien-savg, who had pre- 
sented them, shows that the Bank Accountant 
knew them 'to be in the hands of the Agra 
Bank gatekeeper, 

If the plaintiffs had promptly given 
information to Thorne Brothers and Co., 
any further inconvenience to themselves would 
have been avoided, but they undertook to 
bargain for the amount of reward to be paid 
them, and gave Mr. Rasch and his compratore 
{good reason to suppose that the missing order 
were under control of the Bank. Not until 
the policeman appeared did they tell Mr, 
Rasch that the dicumenta were in postession 
af a coalie.

every allowance for the good inten- 
tions of the Chungtak Bank, appearances were 
undoubtedly so far against them that the 
policeman was reasonably justified in having 
them further examiued at the station. When, 
however, he attempted to tie the queues of 
the two plaintifs together, he was restrained 
by Thorne Bros. & Co.'s Compradore, and it 
does not appear that Mr. Rasch had either 
suggested or sanctioned this proceeding on his 
part. In fact Mr. Rasch and his Compradore 
seem to have acted temperately and discreetly 
throughout. 

‘The Plaintiffs have only themselves to blame 
for any inconvenience which they may have 
been caused, and I regret that they have 
brought this'case into Court, It is hard to

J. Suanv (W. Lowe & Co.) v. Yurr Sue & Co, 
Claim for ‘$6,250, price of 2,500 cases kero- 
e oil ; godown rent, at le. per case, $25 ; 
Fire Insurance, one month at 12%, $31.25 ; 
interest to be added at the rate of 1 % per 
month until date of payment, counting from 
‘9th October. 

Mr, Dovatas Corer for defend: 

Defendant put in the following answer :— 
That the cases were to be full cases of 10 
American gallons each, and when tendered 
‘were all partly empty ; that the cases did not 
arrive by the ship 8, D. Carleton, and the oil 
‘was not in patent cases similar to the cases 
which do arrive by the 8. D. Carleton, and as 
they do not comply with the material terms of 
the contract, they were rejected upon Mr. 
Lowe's refusal to make allowance for the 
ascortained deficiency. 

Plaintiff stated—On 3rd of July, my firm

gallons, to arrive por S. D. Carleton, 
at, 2m.,e, per gallon, sound eases only to be 
taken,” &e, ‘The 8.

10 gallons in each case, 5 in each tin, 2 tins in 
case. 1 don’t know by actual measurement 
the contents of the cases. Yuet Sung’s ser- 
vant went and selected the ca es. His private 

“mark, put on the cases, is E in diamond. I 
don't know whether Yuet Sung has a private 
mark beyond this. The man had the cases 
weighed, put apart, and said that was his 
master’s oil. [ have no doubt the man went 
to see if the cases were sound, I donot know 




















































that, before the time the cases were selected, 
the wan reported to his master, and Yuet 
Sung said to Mr. Lowe that they were short 
quantity but he would take them if allowance 
were made. The cases ought, in order to per- 
fori the contract, to conta u 10 full American 
gallous. 

To the Court.—We do the brokerage of 
about three-fourths of the kerosine oil trade 
here, We did not mean to sell by measure- 
‘ment of each tin, The cases are uever opened, 
never decanted ; perhaps one or two cases are 
weighed. 

“To Counsel though the Assessor.-—They are 
weighed to ascertain their condition, and as 
a check against leakage. They are only 
weighed occasionally ; the brands are usually 

rfficient guarantee of contents-—Devoe's brant 
is well known in the trade. 

Svxo-soox¢-Kaxs, plaintiff's 
said a Jot of oil out of the S. D. Carleton was 
put under his charge. Yuet Sang’s nan Wan, 
A-sung came and examined it," He weigh 
all the oil, about 3,700 cases, and picked out 
cones to the number of 2,500, set 
them aside and marked them. not know 
the mark, ‘The cases were still there. 

Cross-examined—The man came first and 
Jovked at the cases and next day weighed 
them, We afterwards opened s case which 
was full of oil to the brim, and we poured 
out and measured it, Yuet Sung’s man 
had brought a measure by which he said 
it was a little short, 2 or 3 Ibs., but I cannot 
tell exactly.

‘To Mr. Lowg—A man came down from your 
hhong the day the oil was weighed, and was 
present when this was being done. 

WiuutaLowe stated—Imadethis contract, 
and about three weeks after the ship arrived 
Towent and told defendant he would have to 
take delivery on 9th Oct. About Ist or 2nd 
Oct. he said he wished to inspect the oil, and 
Laid he could do that any time he pleased.

Witness—I did ‘not consider I was 
to make any allowance on that certificate ; it 
was taken in order that we might refer the 
matter to the arbitration of Mr. Iveson 
and Mr, Mackenzie.

(Letter written by Yuet Sung after the 
measuring, proposing arbitration, put in,) Yuet. 
Sang was the party to break off the arbitra 
tion, because he would not sign the agreement, 
to abide by the result.

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Was never oF, concealment about that. 
Subsequently Mr. Lowe called several times 
and we spoke about the oil; the result was 
always the same. I advised both to arbitrate, 
but refused to engage on it, as I held and had 
expressed a very decided opinion. I offered 
to measare the oil, believing it would tun 
out right on the average, Mr. Mackenzie 
and myself measured it, with stamped Impe- 
rial measure from Geo, Smith & Co. I tested 
an unstamped American gallon measure by 
that and found it right. “We found withi 
a fraction of 5 per cent short; the caus would 
have held 5 gallons if they had bee: filled up. 
IT may mention that I am not’aware of this oil 
having ever before been measured in Shanghai 
(The Court objected to questions as to witness’ 
opinion on the contract.) I never heard of 
discovery bei a made before.

fave expected to get tins weighing 35}.lbs, 
no doubt, true that these tins did not 
contain 5 American gallous a-piece, but, at 
the same time, Iam bound to infer from the 
evidence that every tin thathas been imported 
has been, generally speaking, deficient in 
about the same quantity, that is, about 5 7%. 
Nobody seems to have suspected the short 
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measure, or thought it was worth their while to 
ascertain whether it was so or not, but the tins 
passed from hand to hand in the market as 
worth so much a-piece, and being originally 
invoiced at 5 galls., that amount was always 
taken as being the true quantity. I think, 
therefore, that it has been a universal custom 
to buy and soll by the tin and not by the gallo 
and that the defendant has been offered. fait 
marketable tins containing the usual quantity. 
‘The contract states so many tins, containing 80 
many gallons, but reading this by the light of 
custom, I think tho real contract was for ordi- 
nary tins, and that the number of gallous was 
not of the essence of the contract. The arbitra 
tion case, decided by Sir Edmund Hornby, 
seems to be precisely on all fours with the 

resent, and without declaring it to be a bind- 
ing precedent, I follow it unhesitatingly, as 
expressing my own view of the real matter in 
dispute.

Grey Shirtings—A fortnight ago, it was thought that the stock of 8j-Ibs. was exhausted, but in response to a further advance by buyers, 
heavy lots have this week changed from foreign to native keeping. ‘The stock in first hands, however, is being rapidly reduced, and as 
tthe scarcity is at last being felt by the dealers, they seem the more anxious to provide themselves with the necessary winter supplies before 
the season closes. The result so far has been a further improvement in the value of all common chops with a very firm market at the 
close. Waxzjinish cloth has brought Tl. 1.92 per piece. Red Pheasants have been sold for ‘Il. 1.96, and Tl. 1.97 has been paid for 
Collie's Green Lion. But Dewhurst’s Eagles have been in limited request only, and the quotation for them has not yet reached Ts, 2.00. 
The demand for 7-1 also bas bape ed, and 6-Ibs. have been in better favor, but the prices of both have to go considerably higher before 
present owners will part with them gracefully or liberally. The inferior to good common kinds may be quoted a caudareen dearer. A 
sale of 2,000 pieces 9f-Ibs. at Tis.
